His physician, Dr. Putnam, says that 


death resulted from extreme weakness, 
due to the progress of the disease. The 
members of his family were at his bed- 
side when death came. 


He had continued in a lethargic con- 


dition for 24 hours, and while prob- 
nbly conscious of what was going ou, 
his miud was not alert, and he spoke no 
word. 
He was probably aware that 


death was near. He knew that he was 
very sick, but expressed no concern as 
to the Issue. 


The disease was probably contracted 


either while on shipboard or soon after 
he landed la New York. When seized 
he was almost In perfect physical con- 
dition. 
He was possessed of a stal- 


wart constitution, but all the resources 
of medical science were exhausted In 
the endeavor to save his life. 


Roger Woleott was born In Boston, 


July 13, 1847, the son of J. Huntington 
aud Cornelia Frothlngham 
Woleott. 


lie was a descendant of the Roger Wol- 
toit who was second In command In 
the expedition of Sir William Pepperell 
against Cape Breton, In 1745, which re- 
sulted In the capture of Louisburg. 


Another ancestor was Oliver Woleott, 


cne of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. 
Both of these Wol- 


crtts were governors of Connecticut. 
One of his ancestors, on his mother's 
Bide, was active and prominent during 
the Revolutionary period as a member 
of the Charleston n committee of safe- 
ty, and another took part in the Boston 
tea party. 
' 


Roger Woleott was educated In the 


Boston private schools and at Harvard 
university, from which he graduated 
in the class of '70. In college ho ranked 
high, and was the choice of his class- 
mates for orator. 
He was graduated 


fforn the Harvard law school in 1874 
and was admitted to the Suffolk bar in 
the samo year. 
Ho practiced but lit- 


tle, however, his time having been 
largely occupied by his duties as trustee 
of various estates and In the manage- 
ment of financial matters. 


Governor Wolcott's public catecr be- 


gan in 1877, as a member of the Boston 
common council, in' which he served 
three years. 
Then ho was elected t< 


the lower houss of the 
legislature, 


where he served from 1SS2 to 1S84, tak 
ins a position among the leaders ami 
winning distinction as a hard and 
trustworthy worker. 


He was elected lieutenant governor 


In 1893, ISM and 1S93, and upon the 
death of Governor Greenhalge bfcamu 
acting governor in 1606. 
Tn the fall ot 


1S9G he was elected governor and. in 
1897 and 1898 was re-elected. 


Mr. Woleott was always a Republi- 


can, but in the campaign of 1894 he op- 
posed his party's candidate for tho pres- 
idency and voted for G rover Cleve- 
land. 
He belonged to a number of re- 


form organizations, among others the 
Iwston Citizens' association and the 
Civil Service Reform association. 
He 


was a trustee of the Massachusetts 
general hospital, and an overseer of 
Harvard university, and a member of 
many sociul clubs. 


Shortly after the resignation of Gen- 


eral William If. Draper, as ambassador 
to Italy, a few months ago, President 
McKinley tendered the post to Mr. 
"VYolcoU. 
The offer was declined on 


recount of the pressure of private busi- 
ness affairs. 


On Sept. 2, 1874, Mr. Woleott was 


married to Miss Edith Prescott, grand- 
daughter of William H. Prescott, tha 
historian, and great-granddaughter ol 
Colonel William Prescott, who com- 
ninnilod tlif Provincials at the Rattla 


I of Bunker Hill. 
They have four son» 


nnd one daughter now lining. 


Mr. AVolcott's death is considered a 


distinct loss lo ihe city aud common- 
wealth he has HO honorably served Hi 
places of public trust. 
He was a man 


of high ideals, nnd nobly did he sustain 
them when honored with public offlco 
by his fellow citizens. His keen sense 
of duly toward every responsibility 
, won for him general esteem.

the Right to Interfere In American 
Affairs—Reasons Given For Abroga- 
tion of Claytou-Bulwer Treaty 


Washington, Dec. 22.—The following 


statement la furnished 
by Senator 


Lodge, who had charge of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty in the senate: 


"The senate amendments are very im- 


portant, but they are also very simple, 
although there seems to be some mis- 
understanding in regard to them, ow- 
ing to the fact that all the debates upon , 
the treaty took place behind closed' 
floors. 
Now that the amendments and ', 


Totes hare been made public by order of 
the senate, it may not be amiss to ex- 
plain them briefly. 


"Let me first say that the amend- 


ments were not dictated by hostility to- 
ward England, and still less were they 
in any degree a reflection upon the sec- 
retary of itate. The amendments were 
made by the senate solely because in 
its opinion they were necessary for tha 
interests of the United States, for the 
avoidance of any question as to the con- 
trol of the canal, and consequently foi 
tha sake of peaceful and harmonious 
relations with the rest of the world on 
that subject in the future. 


"The first amendment Is a simple 


declaration that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty ceases to exist, and is superseded 
by the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
Tht- 


object of the Tatter was to remove the 
former as an obstacle'to the construc- 
tion of the canaL 
The Amprlcan peo- 


ple desired to be rid of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty finally and beyond ques-1 
tion, and to fulfill their wish is the pur- 
pose of the first amendment. 


"Under article II of the Hay Pnunce- 


fote treaty, as It stood, we were clearly 
bound If engaged In war to permit a 
hostile fleet, if it succeeded in getting 
inside the three-mile zone, to pass un- 
molested through the canal. 
If we', 


meant to keep it then It was a promise j 
no nation ought to make. 
If we knew ', 


that we should not keep It in time of ] 
•war, then it was only fair and honest 
to relieve ourselves of the obligation 
in the treaty Itself. This was the pur- 
pose of the second, or Davis, amend- 
ment, which entirety disposes of any 
euch promise. 


The third amendment strikes out ar- 


ticle III, by which we engaged to invite 
other nations to adhere to the treaty 
and thereby become parties to It. Had 
there been no •.Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
we should have negotiated with no one 
except Costa Rica and Nicaragua as to 
building the canal. With England, ow- 
ing to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, wa 
were obliged to treat, but us we expect 
Europe to keep out of tins hemisphere, 
it seemed to the senate unwise, however 
excellent and liberal the intention, to 
invite European nations to share in an 
American treaty, and thus give them 
the right to meddle in American affairs 
at any point. 
j 


"Snch are the purposes of the three I 


ar endments which In no way derogate 
fom the Intention of the United States j 
that this canal shall be a neutral high-' 
v-'ay for the world's commerce: 
| 


"It Is well recognized in international 


law that, when the conditions under | 
which a treaty has been made have rad- 
ically changed, and new conditions and 
new demands have arisen, this 'act'is 
an ample ground for seeking an abro- j 
nation or modification of the original 
instrument. 


"The American people desire to bnild 


and mean to build aod control the isth- 
mian canal. 
They ask England to omit 


the clause inviting other nations to ad- 
here, which does not touch her at all. 
They ask her to conform to our desires I 
by agreed in unmlstakealfle language | 
to the supercession of the Clayton-Bui- j 
wer treaty 
by the Hay-Pauncefota 


treaty, which Is the whole purpose ol 
the negotiations. 
They ask her finally 


to accept In this treaty the reservation , 
of rights in time of war, which she 
granted to Turkey in the Suez conven- 
tion, aud of which as the present pos- 
sessor of Egygt she is now herself tb« 
beneficiary. 
These propositions are all 


essential to American interests. 


"Fne-lnnd's ititorost in having th« 


canal built is second only to that of the 
United Stales. 
We agree that all ves- 


sels of commerce and of war shall pass 
through the canal ou the same terms as 
onr own, and In war between other 
powers we agree to preserve the neu- 
trality of th« canal toward all bcllg- 
events. 
In deference to the wishes ol! 


Nicaragua and Costa Rica in regard to 
this treaty and not to any we may,here- 
after make with them, we relinquish 
the right to erect permanent fortifica- 
tions and, although them is no need of 
such fortifications, the right to erect 
them is an Important right, and its re- 
linqulshment goes to the last verge ol 
concession.

Will Not Be Considered Until Diplo- 


macy Is Exhausted—Says Peace Con- 
vention Provisions and Laws of War 
Are Trampled Under Foot 


London, Dec. 22.—The following has 


been written for the Associated Press 
by Willinrn T. Stead, who has just re- 
turned from The Hague, where he has 
had a long conference with Mr. Kruger, 
and has ascertained at first hand the 
views of Mr. Kruger and his counsel- 
lors as to the present situation and fu- 
ture prospects. 


"First of all nothing is decided about 


his visit to America at present. Presi- 
dent Kruger has not abandoned all hope 
of securing the support of the govern- 
ments of the civilized world in his de- 
mand for arbitration. 
Until the last 


government refuses absolutely to say 
a word in support of the principles 
which they solemnly laid down at The 
Hague conference, Mr. Kruger will not 
partake in popular demonstrations. It 
is recognized that if he cared to do so 
he could shake the continent; but, until 
bis diplomatic mission is exhausted, an 
appeal to the peoples cannot even be 
taken into consideration. 
Mr. Kruger 


is emphatic in disclaiming any desire 
to Involve other nations in war in be- 
half of the Boers. 
What he asks<ls 


that the governments which at The 
Hague declared their determination to ' 
use their efforts to secure amicable set- 
tlement of disputes by means of me« 
diation and arbitration should make a 
united effort to bring the verdict of the 
civilized world to bear on Great Brit- 
ain. 
The English, Mr. Kruger said, 


are waging this war in South Africa 
like savages. 


"Mr. Kruger avers that the provisions 


of The Hague convention and the laws 
and usages of war are trampled under 
foot, and he wants to know whether 
the signatories of this convention have" 
anything to say on the subject. 


"The man on horseback at this mo- 


ment is not Mr. Kruger, but President 
Steyn. 
He, Delarey and De Wet are 


masters'of the situation. 
They have 


plenty of ammunition and replenish 
their stores continually from the Brit- 
ish convoys. 
They have taken enough 


Lee-Metford rifles to arm all the burgh- 
ers now In the field. I cannot put their 
position better than in the words of 
one of Mr. Kruger's counsellors: 


" 'England ia onr accuser. England 


Is the sole witness against us. 
Eng- 


land is the judge. 
England is the ex- 


ecutioner, and England hopes to profit 
by our death. 
We appealed for arbi- 


tration before the war. We are fight- 
ing for arbitration today.' 


"It may interest Americans to know 


that Mr. Krugers appeal to the civi- 
lized world would be received every- 
where with unanimous enthusiasm 
•were it not for the deep-rooted distrust 
and jealousy of the dynasties of Haps- 
burg and Holenzollern against the pres- 
ident of a republic. If he were a king, 
the courts would have been open every- 
where, but the central European ?non- 
archies dread the popular enthusiasm 
excited by the heroic figure of the re- 
publican president pleading for Justice. 
This feeling, It is well to note, Is not 
shared by Russia, 


"The Boers will not listen to any pro- 


posal for a compromise. 
They are 


unanimous. 
Failing independence or 


arbitration they will prefer to die fight- 
tog."

AN ALL ROUND INVENTION. 


Local Man Secures Patent on Valuable 


Article for Many Purposes. 


James Gibbs a machinist at the Bos- 


ton finishing works, received word from 
the patent department at Washington, 
D. C.. to the effect that he had been 
granted a patent on a holder, the ap- 
plication for \vhich was filed Septem- 
ber 7, 1899. The holder may be used for 
holding fire extinguishers or milk cows. 
Mr. Gibbs has found that the machine 
can be put to a far better use than he 
bad first expected. He has experimented 
with the machine as a wagon brake and 
finds that it works very nicely. The 
brake is in the form of a clasp which 
sets Over the inside of the hub. From 
the clasp to the wagon box is a chain 
lever. The lever runs through the 
•wagon box to the front of the wagon. 
br in front of the seat where it can be 
used. The machine was first tried on a 
large coal wagon. and " was f°und that 
the back wheels could be instantly 
stopped by the slightest prssurc on the 
front lever. Mr. Gibbs has had several 
letters from wagon manufacturers ask- 
ing his price for the machine, and one 
of the firms offered him quite a large 
price for It, and also offered him a roy- 
alty. He is considering these offers, 
and expects soon to sell It- Mr. Gibbs 
has four other machines in the patent 
department which he expects to eoon 
have patented. He is now working on 
a machine which will be used as a fire 
escape and he expects it to far surpass 
anything of the sort ever made. The 
escape will be so arranged that it will 
take up very little room, .and when 
placed for use it will carry a man 
•weighing 140 pounds from a second 
Bfory window to the ground in 30 sec- 
onds. As soon as the occupant reaches 
the ground and steps from the machine 
it returns to the window for the next 
passenger. He will soon have a model 
ready to be sent to Washington.

Adams at Its Beginning

It may not ire amiss to give to the 


public the ma.n points In the workings 
of the charity organization whose be. 
ginning- you have reported. White Us 
belated formation may be regretted for 
some reasons, yet this delay should 
ensure a more perfect organization and 
a more effective operation- At this late 
day the work of charity orsanizatfons 
has fallen into well-tried and sclen. 
title lines that no new association 
would think or disrparding. True', new 
and different conditions must make 
certain adaptations, necessary but flor 
the prespnt generation probably, the 
main Inles of Charity organization will 
not be radically altered. Their Ideal 
success would be that another cenera- 
tion would nave no need of them. 
These main features of charity organ, 
ization are investigation, registration 
and co.operafion. The charity organi- 
zation does not come into this or any 
community as a new relief agency_ It 
comes saying to the relief agencies al- 
ready at work in thn church anfl sr>. 
dety. in public and private life, "Let 
us cease to wnrk along 
independent 


Ifnes that often unwittingly thwart 
each other's nlans, but let us, Instead, 
co-operate thqt with economic expen. 
diture of time and strength and mon- 
ey, by united .-5'udy of social problems 
and individual needs the greatest good 
and the least harm may b« done to the 
dependent class in our midst." 
For 


the perfection of this co.operatfon the 
most thorough investigation and accu- 
rate registration must be made. In this 
work both in our own countrv, and In 
England some of the minds ofl finest 
training and idealism are 
engaged. 


Vida Scudder ?n her remarkable book, 
"Social ideals in English letters," says: 
"Where are the dreamers today. Most 
oil them are not writing books- 
They 


are in county council?, en boards of ar- 
bfrtrsition, in organized chanties, in 
social settlements." 


In charity organizations, as in so 


many other forms of social work, the 
side issues are often more alluring than 
the solid, main features of the work, 
but until these main lines are fully in 
hand it has been1 found dangerous for 
the charity organization to specialize 
in woodyards, kitchen gardens, penny 
provident banks, intelligence bureaus 
and many other attractive and some- 
times needed forms of work. 


What are some ofl the hindrances' to 


the effective \vork of a charity organ- 
ization? First, the oerson or society 
thpt wil not co operate, withholding its 
experience, its knowledge, its wisdom, 
its means from the general fund which 
the society is E-eekin? to found; and, 
second, "My T^ady Bountiful" be the 
man or woman. Slay Lady Bountiful 
and you destroy one c-f yje most fruit- 
ful sources of pauperism.

Washing-ton Gladden who said: '-When 
I see men and women 'gradually losing 
self-respect and independence, learn- 
ing to rely more and more on alms and 
dol°s, losing fhe habit of thrift and 
literally livin™ flrom hand to mouth":

A NEW POLICE BILL 


Providing tor Permanent Forcw 


Cities of the Stale

A bill sweeping in Its character, will 


bo presented at the session of the leg- 
islature of 1901, providing for a prma- 
nent police force for ay cities of the 
commonwealth, and the retirement of 
police officers 'on pension after 25 years 
of active service. According to the 
Boston Herald, the bill is now being 
drawn, and will include within its pro- 
visions the police of every city in the 
commonwealth, with the exception of 
Boston and Lowell, where the police 
are now a permanent bosy. 


The idea of securing legislative action 


of this kind is said to have originated 
with the Brockton police, and when the 
proposition was suggested to the offi- 
cers of other cities, there was an imme- 
diate and enthusiastic acquiescence in 
it, the result being that representatives 
were s-etectd by the police departments 
of the various cities interested, and 
they have been meeting and consulting 
for some time, and at the last meeting 
it WEUS decided to employ.an attorney 
to draft a bill to be presented at the 
proper time. 


The police officers maintain that state 


legislation in recent years which has 
had to do with departments 'of the pub- 
lic service has conferred benefit upon 
nearly every' department but that of 
the police.
